It is good news that comes over 
the wire that the persecution of C. 
X. Haskell, (Jovernor of Oklahoma. 
in the name of the national govern­ 
ment at the relation of his personal 
and politksai enemies- l>e it sjK>ken in 
shame that the name of the nation 
could have been .used to such base 
purpose—-has received a check, if not 
a final overthrow. With the decision 
o! .Judge John A. .Marshall sustaining

missing the case. , the bdl has been 
rung which will bring clown the cur­ 
tain upon a .judicial farce that was 
not only a discredit to the govern­ 
ment whose great name and authority 
were prostituted by a hold and un­ 
scrupulous gang of character assass­ 
inating politicians, but was as well 
a gross insult to the commonwealth 
of Oklahoma, with whose develop­ 
ment and destiny the name of C. X. 
(Haskell is perdusably interwoven. If

The Temple of Nirvana

Three thousand angora goats herded 
out on the brush-covered foothills of 
California are going to do some hard 
work for Uncle Sam during the coming 
two years beginning this spring. The 
experiment win be unique, both as a 
stock raising proposition and as an en­ 
gineering and tree culture problem. 
The little white animals whose lonk 
wool is of such great value are going 
to be put to no less a task than con­ 
structing mile after mile of fire line 
through the bushy chaparral growth in 
the national forests, saving much la- 
toor by the United States forest serv­ 
ice engineers and making way for for­ 
estation by merchantable trees. 
Not 
the least important feature of the ex­ 
periment, which for the first two years 
will be confined to the Lassen forest, 
is the fact that the task will be per­ 
formed during the regular grazing by 
the goats, which will not even realize 
they are doing a valuable work. 
Plans for carrying on the work are 
outlined in a co-operative agreement 
drawn up by the forest service and 
the owner of a band of angora goats 
grazing on the Lassen national forest 
of California. The scheme is to run 
fire lines parallel with the contour of 
the slopes by cutting trails about 80 
rods apart. 
These trails are to serve 
«s guides for the angoras. 
They will 
graze in each direction from the trails, 
killing, it is estimated, a strip of brush 
about 300 yards wide. 
The wide lanes 
cut out and grazed by the goats will 
serve as ideal fire lines in protecting 
the forest-covered lands lying beyond 
and around the chaparral areas, and 
also make a place for reproduction of 
merchantable trees. 
For the past two years the govern­ 
ment has been carrying on permanent 
Improvements in the national forests 
on an 
extensive scale, and the con­ 
fractio n of fire lanes and trails has 
been one of the most important fea 
lures of the work. 
The task of clear­ 
ing the ground and providing land for 
good forest trees Is, however, perhaps 
the most important benefit expected to 
come out of the experiment. 
The proposed work of the 
angora 
(goats may finally solve the chaparral 
problem which has been troublesome 
Sin 
the 
state 
of 
California 
for 
many 
years. Tho 
bushy chaparral 
jgrowth chokes out seedlings of v a r ­ 
iable commercial trees which may get 
a start and when dry is one of the 
worst kinds of fire risks. 
Often 
a 
small blaze which starts in it gains 
such headway in a few minutes as to 
travel hundreds of yards and lick into 
valuable stands of merchantable tim­ 
ber. 


posts, poles, mine timbers, etc. The 
per'capita consumption of lumber in 
the United States was 215 board feet 
in 1850; now it is 470 board feet. 
One forest region after another has 
been attacked. With the exception of 
Maine, the New England states are 
cutting mostly second or third growth 
timber. 
The box factories there take 
white pine saplings down to six inch 
cs in diameter. 
The so-called "inex 
haustible” white pine forests of Michi 
gan are gone, and millions of acres 
of cut-over and burned-over land have 
gone upon the delinquent tax list. 
Michigan supplied 23 per cent. of the 
lumber production 
of 
the 
United 
States in 1880, and less than five per 
cent, of it in 1907. 
The value of the lumber production 
in Michigan since 1849 has been 50 
per cent, greater than the output of 
gold in California, and it has all taken 
place without a thought for the fu­ 
ture. 
The cream of our hardwoods 
is gone, and it is becoming more and 
more difficult to get 
in 
sufficient 
quantity the high grades of oak, yel­ 
low poplar, ash and hickory that our 
great manufacturing 
industries 
re­ 
quire. The south’s once great supply 
of yellow pine is rapidly giving way 
before the ax and saw, fire and tor­ 
nado. 
Half a generation more will, 
in most places, see little but remnants 
left of the southern forests, and in 
that time the Pacific coast supplies 
will be heavily drawn upon. 
Ours is primarily a wood-using civi­ 
lization. 
Despite the introduction of 
substitutes for wood in the form of 
stone, cement, concrete and steel, our 
consumption of timber has constantly 
increased from the earliest days up 
to the present time. 
The prices of 
forest products have risen more rapid­ 
ly than those of other commodities. 
According to the reports of the bu­ 
reau of labor, the quoted prices of the 
leading kinds of lumber on the New 
York market have risen twice as much 
in the last ten years as the average 
increase in all commodities. This in­ 
dicates that the supply of timber is 
not keeping pace with the demand.

TTie Temple of Nirvana

Three thousand angora goats herded 


' out on the brush-covered foothills of 
California are going to do some hard 
work for Uncle Sam during the coming 


'•wo years beginning this spring. The 
.experiment will be unique, both as a 
Mock raising proposition and as an en- 
gineering and tree culture problem. 


The little white animals whose lonk 


wool IB of such great value are going 
to be put to no less a task than con- 
structing mile after mile of fire line 
through the bushy chaparral growth in 
the national forests, saving much la- 
!bor by the United States forest serv- 
ice engineers and making way for for- 
notation by merchantable trees. 
Not 


the least Important feature of the ex- 
periment, which for the first two years 
'Will be confined to the Lassen forest, 
to the fact that the task will be per- 
formed during the regular grazing by 
the goats, which will not even realize 
they are doing a valuable work. 


Plans for carrying on the work are 


outlined in a co-operative agreement 
drawn up by the forest service and 
the owner of a band of angora goats 
Brazing on the Lassen national forest 
of California. The scheme is to run 
flre lines parallel with the contour of 
the slopes by cutting trails about 80 
rods apart. 
These trails are to serve 


sta guides for the angoras. 
They will 


graze in each direction from the trails, 
killing. It is estimated, a strip of brush 
about 300 yards wide. The wide lanes 
cat out and grazed by the goats will 
serve as Ideal fire lines In protecting 
the forest-covered lands lying beyond 
and around the chaparral areas, and. 
also make a place for reproduction of 
merchantable trees. 


For the past two years the govern- 


ment has been carrying on permanent 
Improvements in the national forests 
on an extensive scale, and the con 
•traction of fire lanes and trails ha 
'been one of the most important tea 
ture» of the work. The task of clear- 
'tag the ground and providing land fo 
Bood forest trees Is, however, perhaps 
the most Important benefit expected to 
.come out of the experiment 


The proposed work of tie 
angora 


igoato may finally solve the chaparral 
problem which has been troublesome 
lln 
the 
state 
of 
California 
for 


imany years. The busby chaparral 
(growth chokes out seedlings of vain 
jebte commercial trees1 which may get 
iB start and when dry la one of the 
(worst kinds of fire, risks. 
Often 


•mall blaze which starts In it gains 
such headway In a few minutes as to 
travel hundreds of yards and lick Into 
valuable stands of merchantable tim- 
ber. 


The protection to be afforded by 


the goat-built fire lanes, therefore 
may at last bring relief to the state! 
which In the past has had its 
full 


•hare of timber loss through destruc- 
tive forest flres. At the same time. 
• large amount of chaparral will be 
Ulled out to make 
room 
for 
the 


growth of good trees that produce lum- 


If proven successful at the end 


of two years, the work will be carried 
to national 'forests In other sections 
where chaparral has choked out good 
forest trees and created a dangerous 
Ore risk. 


In connection with this effort of 


the government to utilize the goats in 
{providing fire protection for forests. 
lit Is Interesting to note that the forest 
iservlce is not neglecting other medl- 
jums of preserving the remaining for- 


posts, poles, mine timbers, etc. The 
per' capita consumption of lumber in 
the United States was 215 hoard feet 
In I860: now It Is ,470 board feet. 


One forest region after another has 


been attacked. With the exception of 
Maine, the New England states are 
cutting mostly second or third growth 
timber. The box factories there take 
white pine saplings down to six Inch- 
es In diameter. The so-called "inex- 
haustible" white pine forests of Michi- 
gan are gone, and millions of acres 
of cut-over and burned-over land have 
gone upon the delinquent tax list. 
Michigan supplied 23 per cent, of the 
lumber production 
of 
the 
United 


States In 1880, and less than five per 
cent, of It In 1907. 


The value of the lumber production 


In Michigan since 1849 has been 60 
per cent, greater than the output of 
gold In California, and it has all taken 
Iilace without a thought for the fu- 
ture. 
The cream of our hardwoods 


Is gone, and it is becoming more and 
more difficult to get 
In 
sufficient 


quantity the high grades of oak, yel- 
low poplar, ash and hickory that our 
great manufacturing 
Industries , re- 


quire. The south'a once great supply 
of yellow pine is rapidly giving way 
before the ax and saw, fire and tor- 
nado. 
Half a generation more will, 


In most places, see little but remnants 
left of the southern forests, and in 
that time the Pacific coast supplies 
will be heavily drawn upon. 


Ours Is primarily a wood-using civi- 


lization. Despite the Introduction of 
substitutes for wood in the form of 
stone, cement, concrete and steel, our 
consumption of timber has constantly 
increased from the earliest days up 
to the present time. 
The prices of 


forest products have risen more rapid- 
ly than those of other commodities. 
According to the reports of the bu- 
reau of labor, the quoted prices of the 
leading kinds of lumber on the New 
York market have risen twice as much 
in the last ten years as the average 
increase in all commodities. This In- 
dicates that the supply of Umber Is 
not keeping pace with the demand.

oat on the brush-covered foothills of 
California are going to do some hard 
work for Uncle Sam during the coming 


''two years beginning this spring. The 
.experiment will be unique, both as a 
Mock raising proposition and as an en- 
gineering and tree culture problem. 


The little white animals whose lonk 


rwool Is of such great value are going 
to be put to no less a task than con- 
structing mile after mile of fire line 
through the bushy chaparral growth in 
the national forests, saving much la- 
ibor by the United States forest serv- 
ice engineers and making way for for- 
dotation by merchantable trees. 
Not 


«he least Important feature of the ex- 
periment, which for the flrst two years 
'Will be confined to the Lassen forest, 
to the fact that the task will be per- 
formed during the regular grazing by 
the goats, which will not even realize 
they are doing a valuable work. 


Plans for carrying on the work are 


outlined in a co-operative agreement 
drawn up by the forest service and 
the owner of a band of angora goats 
grazing on the Lessen national forest 
of California. The scheme is to run 
flre lines parallel with the contour of 
the slopes by cutting trails about 80 
rods apart. 
These trails are to serve 


ato guides for the angoras. 
They will 


graze in each direction from the trails, 
killing, it Is estimated, a strip of brush 
about 300 yards wide. The wide lanes 
cat out and grazed by the goats will 
serve aa Ideal flre lines In protecting 
the forest-covered lands lying beyond 
«nd around the chaparral areas, and. 
also make a place for reproduction of 
merchantable trees. 


FOr the past two years the govern- 


ment has been carrying on permanent 
Improvements- in the national forests 
on an extensive scale, and tbe con 
•traction of flre lanes and trails ba 
'been one of the most important tea 
tures of the work. The task of clear- 
Ing the ground and providing land fo 
good forest trees Is, however, perhaps 
the most Important benefit expected to 
.come out of the experiment

{growth chokes out seedlings of valu 
leble commercial trees1 which may get 
si start and when dry la one of the 
worst kinds of fire risks.

•mall blaxe which starts In it gains 
such headway In a few minutes as to 
travel hundreds of yards and lick into 
valuable stands of merchantable tlm- 
n. 
The protection to be afforded by 


the goat-built flre lanes, therefore, 
may at last bring relief to the state! 
which In the past has had its 
full 


share of timber toss through destruc- 
tive forest fires. At the same time, 
• large amount of chaparral will be 
killed out to make 
room 
for 
the 


growth of good trees that produce lum- 


If proven successful at tbe end 


of two years, the work will be carried 
to national 'forests In other sections 
where chaparral has choked out good 
forest trees and created a dangerous 
Ore risk. 


In connection with this effort of 


the government to utilize the goats in 
(providing flre protection for forests, 
lit is Interesting to note that the forest 
iservlce Is not neglecting other medl* 
i urns of preserving tbe remaining for- 
lests of the country. The Umber la, go-

The so-called "inex- 
haustible" white pine forests of Michi- 
gan are gone, and millions of acres 
of cut-over and burned-over land have 
gone upon the delinquent tax list. 
Michigan supplied 23 per cent, of the 
lumber production 
of 
the 
United 


States in 1880, and less than five per 
cent, of It in 1907. 


The value of the lumber production 


In Michigan since 1849 has been BO 
per cent, greater than the output of 
gold In California, and it has all taken 
place without a thought for the fu- 
ture. 
The cream of our hardwoods 


Is gone, and it is becoming more and 
more difficult to get 
in 
sufficient 


quantity the high grades of oak, yel- 
low poplar, ash and hickory that our 
great manufacturing 
Industries , re- 


quire. The south's once great supply 
of yellow pine is rapidly giving way 
before the ax and saw, fire and tor- 
nado. 
Half a generation more will, 


In most places, see little but .remnants 
left of the southern forests, and In 
that time the Pacific coast supplies 
will he heavily drawn upon. 


Ours is primarily a wood-using civi- 


lization. Despite the Introduction of 
substitutes for wood in the form of 
stone, cement, concrete and steel, our 
consumption of timber has constantly 
increased from the earliest days up 
to the present time. 
The prices of 


forest products have risen more rapid- 
ly than those of other commodities. 
According to the reports of the bu- 
reau of labor, the quoted prices of the 
leading kinds of lumber on the New 
York market have risen twice as much 
in the last ten years as the average 
increase In all commodities. This in- 
dicates that the supply of Umber Is 
not keeping pace with the demand.
